thing is still queer. My boss 
is in the dark and the deci- 
sion is the. kind of thinking 
we had before”— under 
President Nixon. 

Meanwhile, reports dif- 
fered sharply on the role 
played by health considera- 
tions in President Ford’s de- 
cision to grant the Nixon 
pardon. 

It is essentially undis- 
puted that the former Presi- 
dent is under great psycho- 
logical strain. But its form, 
degree and meaning can not 
be realiably resolved be- 
cause those who have seen 
or talked with the former 
President in recent weeks 
give widely varying reports. 



“I know the (former) Pres- 
ident hasn’t had a break- 
down,” one well-placed 
Nixon associate said yester- 
day, but refused to elabo- 
rate. 

Other sources in and out 
of the White House tended 
yesterday to explain the de- 
cision on the Nixon pardon 
as a result of pressure 
brought to bear on Presi- 
dent Ford by -Nixon’s family, 
friends and associates. 

That pressure, the sources 
agreed, relied heavily on the 
argument that Mr. Nixon’s 
physical and mental health 
' would, deteriorate unless he 
were spared the ordeal of 
indictment and trial for his 
role in the Watergate scan- 
dal. 



Whatever the reasons that 
finally led President Ford to 
grgnt Mr. Nixon a pardon, 
sources close to the matter 
agreed that the President 
underestimated the furor 
that his action would bring. 

One source with close ties 
to both the Nixon and Ford , 
staffs suggested that yester- 
day’s announcement repre- 
sented a misquided attempt 
by Mr. Ford to extinguish 
the firestorm generated by 
the Nixon pardon. 

Instead, the source said? 
some of Mr. Ford’s closest ' 
aides are convinced that yes-* 
terday’s announcement will- 
only fan the flames and gen- 
erate more controversy— 
“one blunder bora of an- 
other,” in his words. / /,=

Buchen insisted, contrary 
to some published reports, 
that Washington attorney 
Benton Becker did not take 
a copy of a suggested state- 
ment with him to San Cle- 



mente, Calif., last Thursday 
when he took a proposed 
pardon to Mr. Nixon. 

Buchen said that a pub- 
lished report that Mr. Nixon 
had been asked to make 
what he regarded as “a pub- 
lic confession of criminal 
guilt” and had “angrily re- 
fused” was without founda- 
tion. 

However, another White 
House source said that there 



had been a refusal— but by 
former White House press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 

This source said that Zie- 
gler had told Becker, and 
forcefully, that Mr. Nixon 
would not acknowledge any 
criminal wrongdoing. 

Neither Becker nor Zie- 
gler responded to efforts to 
reach them.

of the Watergate Special 
Prosecution Force that 
listed 10 areas that could 
personally involve Mr. 
Nixon in potential prosecu- 
lion. This was in addition to 
Mr. Nixon’s involvement in 
the Watergate cover-up, 
which was the subject of a 
separate memo not released 
by the White House. 

“None of these matters at 
the moment rises to the 
level of our ability to prove 
even a probable criminal vi- 
olation by Mr. Nixon, but I 
thought you ought to know 
which of the pending inves- 
tigations were even re- 
motely connected to Mr. 
Nixon,” the memo said. 

The memo was prepared 
by Watergate Deputy Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Henry Ruth, 
and was addressed to Water- 
gate Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski. 

The 10 matters under in- 
vestigation listed in the 
memo: 

• Tax deductions relating 
to the gift of pre-presiden- 
napers. 

• The Charles W. Colson 
obstruction-of-justice plea in 
the Daniel Ellsberg case. 

• Transfer of national se- 
curity wiretap records from 
the FBI to the White House. 

• The wiretapping of 
John Sears, a former Na- 
tional Security Council aide. 

• Misuse of Internal Rev- 
enue Service information. 

• Misuse of the IRS 
through initiation of audits 
of Nixon administration 
“enemies.” 

• The question of dairy 
industry campaign contribu- 
tions.

which allegedly personally 
benefitted Mr. Nixon. 

Buchen did not shed any 
light on two key questions 
arising in the pardon of Mr. 
Nixon. One is whether Presi- 
dent Ford had acted on the 
basis of reports of Mr. Nix- 
on’s supposed emotional de- 
pression, of which Buchen 
said he had no knowledge. 



Nor did Buchen explain, 
other than in reiterating Mr. 
Ford’s determination to 
commit “an act of mercy,” 
why the President directed 
him to prepare legal re- 
search on grounds for a par- 
don only two days after he 
told his first press confer- 
ence that he would let thf 
legal process run its course.*
